DECLARATION OF INVENTORS IN SUPPORT OF 
SUPPLEMENTAL INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

1 . Our names are Sam J. Kelley and Christopher H. Davis. We are the inventors of 
the invention claimed in the above-referenced patent application. We are submitting this 
Declaration and Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement to satisfy our duty of candor 
and disclosure to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

2. Sometime between February and April 2002 at the home of Sam J. Kelley, we 
demonstrated an early prototype of the game disclosed and claimed in the above-referenced 
patent application to Jim Gibson and Tyson Brennan. This prototype did not include a center 
ball, nor did it have the same rules or playing field dimensions as the game claimed in the above- 
referenced patent application. This was the only disclosure of a prototype of the game prior to 
July 18, 2002. 

3. Between March 2002 and April 2002, we added a center ball to the game, 
changed the dimensions of the game's playing field, and changed the rules of the game. The 
game design was formalized on or about April 25, 2003, and we subsequently filed a provisional 
patent application (serial number 60/488,157) receiving a July 18, 2003 filing date from the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office. On April 8, 2004, we filed the above-referenced non-provisional 
patent application claiming priority to the provisional patent application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e). 

4. All statements herein of my /own knowledge are true, all statements made herein 
on information and belief are believed to be true and further that these statements were made 
with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like are punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, under 18 U.S.C. 1001, and may jeopardize the validity of the application 
or any patent issuing thereon.
